REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: New claims 
21-30 obviate all rejections of record. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Funakoshi et al. is prior art against the instant claims and reviews the clinical role 
of HGF. The use of HGF in asthma and suppressing airway inflammation is not 
disclosed. The use of HGF in suppressing an inflammation reaction in bronchial asthma 
is not disclosed.
